When searching for a route, the system will 
avoid routes when the indicator is off. 

3. After choosing the desired route 
preference, touch "OK".

• Even if the "Allow Freeway" indi¬ 
cator is dimmed，the route cannot 
avoid including a freeway in some 
cases. 

• If the calculated route includes a 
trip by ferry, the route guidance 
shows a sea route. After you travel 
by ferry，the current vehicle posi¬ 
tion may be incorrect Upon recep¬ 
tion of GPS signals, it is automati¬ 
cally corrected.
